Idaho Wool Growers' Association has 
apjioiiited Frank Hubert to represent 
the association 11*, Washington during 
the winter.

"Every effort is being made to supply 
data for use at Washington in the iistlit 
against putting wool on the free list. 
Investigation shows that there are 500 
sheep owners in Idaho, and the annual

roduct readies more than $1,500,000. 
i'e have affidavits showing that wool 


has been sold by the carload for 4 cents 
by men who secured 14 cents last year. 
Sheep are worth no more now *tha 
their hides were a year agu."

A NEW SILVER PROPOSITION 


Senator Chandler to Introduce a 


Radical Measure. 


WASHINGTON, December 27.—Senator 


Chandler of New Hampshire is about to 
come forward with a scheme looking to 
the remonetization of nilver. The aen- 
.itorjpropo?es very radical methods in 
bringing this about. Ho contemplates 
the introduction in the senate after the 
reconvening of congress of a resolution, 
which he will advocate, asking that the 


l-niied States invite all countries of the 
world, eastern, western and southern, 
to attend a monetary conterence. 


The new features of the proims-d con- 


ference are that it shall not be restricted 
10 European gold standard countries, 
but shall include South American and 
Oriental 
silver 
standard 
countries. 


Moreover, invitations to the conference 
are to contain a declaration of the 
United States that the purposes of the 
conference shall be the establishment 
and maintenance of an international 
ratio, with a specific declaration added 
that if such ratio cannot be agreed upon 
it will be the purpose of the United 
States to adopt a single standard and 
that a standard not of gold, but of silver. 


By taking this extreme position, not 


as yet advocated in congress, even by 
radical silver men, Chandler thinks the 
hands of the gold standard countries not 
now trading extensively with the west- 
ern world can be forced. 


The Hawaiian Investigation. 


WASHINGTON, December 27.— The sub- 


committee of the senate committee on 
foreign relations, appointed to investi- 
gate our Hawaiian relations, met this 
morning and -proceeded to work on the 
Morgan resolution. Dr. 0. 11, '-'merson, 
secretary of the board of missions for 
Hawaii," was the first witness.

He was 
born and reared in tho alleged God for- 
saken region of poverty, ignorance, vice 
and degradation. 
He entered college 


there, entered tho ministry there and 
spent 17 years there as minister and 
teacher. 
"As a Methodist minister," liesays.^I 


have gone into tho most out of the way 
places aud mingled freely with all sorts 
of people in 20 counties of North Caro- 
lina and Virginia and in nearly all the 
worst parts of east Tennessee. I hova 
visited these people at their homes, have 
ealeu with tliem, slept to their hoosei 
and seen them in every condition." Yo: 
Mr. Atkins has not once beheld tho slum 
scenes Mrs. Paddock described in a re- 
cent number of The Christian Union. 
"Your correspondent," ho says, "must 
have found some secluded spot 1 never 
saw, for in all my travels I never saw 
the things she writes of, and it seems 
strange that I should not even liave 
heard of such things in all theso yiurs. 
There is poverty hero and ignorance, too, 
but neither is in that prevalent form you 
would suppose from the article of Mrs. 
Paddock. You might live hern an ago 
and never hear of such savage and weird 
funeral customs as Professor Bernis, an- 
other correspondent writing from the 
eonth, told your readers about."

scribed by The Union's correspondent*. 
Putting it in a nutshell, Mr. Atkins sayi 
of Mrs. Paddock's picture: "She has pre- 
sented the very worst possible case that 
conld be fonnd in tha remotest part and 
made it n sample of all tho 2,000,000 hera;

ISSKCT I'ESTS ASH HKMEIHES. 
| 


An essay on tho insect pests of tho 


entnil Pan Joaquin valley must neces- 
arily be short, from the fact that this 
jfciou is fortunately exempt from the 
.umeroLis evils of scale insects and 
ither disease that find suitable condi- 
iona in the inoro humid coast counties 
of the state for their increase and devel- 
pment. 
Our warm dry summers are more cer- 


tain in chocking the increase of the 
'black scale" than all the formulas and 
jarefully compounded tree washes and 
latent nostrums, or even the nimble 
hizobius. Still the conditions can be 
produced by man, on a small scale, that 
make it possible to find a few straggling 
enemies even in this rich and favored 
and. 


The only place T have, found the black 


scale to thrive here is on orange trees or 
oleander bushes on a lawn or yrass 
plot, where the 
ground is dump 


ind cool from 
frequent sprinklings. 


The "soft orange scale" can also be 
mind on the oraugo, the lemon, rose 
.mahcs and a few other ornamental 
slants, but not in numbers to do or 
:ause any harm. 


BLACK ANIJ "SOFT OBAXliE SCALE." 
Both ot these scales can be easily sub- 


dued and the remedy can be fouad in 
every house. This is simply one-fourth 
of a pound of laundry soap dissolved by 
lioiiing in one gallon of water and ap- 
plying with a syringe or spray pump at 


temperature of 100 degrees Fareubeit. 
The most effective time is soon after 


Llift young have, hatched, and this is 
luring the summer; but the work can 
be deferred until September. A cheaper 
remedy, if a large number of trees have 
to he treated, would be the resin wash, 
but this requires considerable care in its 
preparation. 


THE 1EEMEDY. 


The 
proportions are: Resin, 
IS 


pounds; caustic soda (70 per cent) o 
pounds; whale or fish oil, 1}& pounds; 
water to make 100 gallons of solution. 
To properly prepare this a nO gallon 
farmer's boiler is necessary. Place the 
resin, fish oil and caustic soda together 
with 20 gallons of water in the boiler 
and cook thoroughly over a brisk fire for 
at least three hours; add a little hot 
water occasionally until you have about 
">0 gallons. 


JS'ever use cold water to dilute with 


before you have this amount or the 
resin will settle to the bottom. Pour 
the, hot mixture into the, spray tank and 
then add cold water to make the 100 
gallons. 


A remedy that is already prepared is 


a great saving of time and annoyance to 
the fruit grower. The one that w e have 
jxperiinented with and had pood results 
rom, is "Brown's Insect Extermina- 
tor." 
Full directions for using this and 


the necessary amounts for the different 
scales or insect pests are sent out with 
ihe exterminator. 


COTTONY CUSHION SCALE. 


:Anotber pest that is found, but to a 


very limited extent, in the valley is the 
'cottony cushion scale," that did so 
much damage to the orange and lemon 
orchards of Los Angeles county a few 
years ago. This is a soft insect with a 
white corrugated cottony egg-sack. 


It attacks a greater variety of plants 


and trees than the other scale insects, 
and breeds rapidly, each female pro- 
ducing from 500 to 1000 eggs. Such an 
inr.reiise, and the fact that the native 
plants and weeds were good pasture for 
this pest, made it expensive warfare to 
try to keep it down. 
- 


The introduction of the Australian 


ladybug, Vedolia cardmalis, was n grand 
achievement, for in one year from their 
introduction they had increased and 
were distributed to all parts of the Btate 
where the "cottony cushion scale" was 
found, anil the hitter has now no terrors 
for tbe orchardist. 


If you tind this scale Major C. J. 


Berry will place a colony of the Vedolia 
on your tress, or you can address a let- 
ter to the state toard of horticulture in 
San Francisco and a colony will he 
mailed to you. In the hitter case it 
would be advisable for you to send speci- 
mens of the scale, so that there will be 
no mistake, for this ladybng will not 
fted on any other scale. 


SAX JOSE SCALE. 


Tbe pernicious or San Jose scale got a 


start in the valley a few years ago—in- 
truduccd ou nursery stock- and spread 
toother trees and orchards, causing a 
great amount of damage and loss to the 
deciduous fruit growers. It was here 
that the famous ''lime, sulphur and salt 
remedy" originated, and was extensive- 
ly used as a winter wash against this 
scale. 


This remedy is acknowledged to be 


one of the best winter washes, aa it is 
also a good fungicide. "Within tbe past 
three years nature has come to our re- 
lief, and this scale is now kept in check 
by a very small "brown-necked lady- 
bird" and the twice-stabbed lady-bird ; 
so that it is in very rare instances that 
spraying ia done for the Ran Jose scale. 


RED AND YELLOW SPIDERS. 


The injects that have given us the 


most trouble are the "red" and "yellow 
mites," or spiders. They are so small 
• bat they can just be seen by tbe naked 
eye. Tlin winter egca are deposited on 
the trunks and branches, anil batch as 
soon as the trees leaf out in tbe spring. 


They increase rapidly in our dry at- 


mosphere, and are general feeders, and 
are serious pests on the almond, prune, 
walnut, apple, etc., and occasionally 
injuring oranpe. and lemon trees. They 
spin a very delicate web on, and attirk 
the leaf by tearing the epidermic*. A 
tree thus attacked eoon has a blanched 
or sickly appearance; the innea leaves 
drop an'd the tree becomes stunted. 


The different summer washes will kill 


tbe spiders, but the cheapest and most 
effective remedy is sulphur, applied 
with sulphur bullows; or a more ex- 
peditious way is that in use in tbe Rio 
llonilo orchards in Kutte county. 


Tliere they have fixed up a broadcast 


seeder, mounted on a wagon, and the 
feed and discharge arc FO arranged that 
the sulphur is thrown in a cloud in one 
direction,and three to six rows are thor- 
oughly dusted in the time necessary to 
drive Iwtwcen the rowa. The best time 
for this work is the very early morning, 
and, if p^sible, when a little moisture 
ia on tho leaves. 


The sulphur is not really an inaecti- 


ciile, but acts aa a re^ellant. It ia some- 
times neccseary to give a second treat- 


"Codlm moth" demands attention iu 


order that we may reap some benefit 
from our apple and pear orchards. Un- 
like mo.-t of our insect pests this one 
<locg not in j IHV the vitality of the tree, 
but destroys the market value of the 
product. 


A few years a-.ro H «reat fight was 


a^aiust the cud tin moth by trap- 


Iturruw into the fruit. 


The remedy is paris green, one pound 


10 200 gallons of water. To be efficient 
bis must bo properly mixed and ap- 
ilieil. Take the Paris green and make 
t paste before it la placed in the spray 
unk. In this way it mixes better with 
he water. The next important point is 
:o keep U:ft water constantly stirred 
vhen spraying, not simply an occasional 
dash, but keep a man or boy at it us long 
as the work lasts. 


This is the only satisfactory way to 


liaye the poison evenly 
distributed. 


This work must be done soon after the 
fruit is set and U-foro it turns down. A 
second application three weeks Jater 
should be 
given. Enough solution 


should be used to each tree to thorough y 
moisten it without running off.

the valley have 


been seriously damaged by tbe cater- 
pillars of the large sphinx moth, some- 
times called "bumming-bird moths," 
that arts noticed toward evening hover- 
ing over verbenas and petunias, while 
they sip the nectar from the (lowers. 


They are in the winged form the end 


of April and during May, and deposit 
their'eggs simply on the' leaves. The 
egy is fastened to the leaf by a glutinous 
substance, and a tow days after they 
hutch out small caterpillars with a dark 
luiir or spine ne*r the posterior ex- 
tremitv. 


They grow rapidly, and if not checked 


poon devour all the foliage. When full 
grown they enter the loose ground and 
change to the chrysalis and remain in 
this condition until the following spring. 
The most satisfactory method of fighting 
this pest is hand picking, or use a pair 
of ecissord aud cut them in two. 


Plowing and cultivating the vineyard 


during this winter with a disk harrow 
will destroy numbers of the chrysalis, if 
gone over several times with the latter 
implement. 


A friend remarked to me the other 


day that he WHS going to turn a' Int of 
hogs into his vmeyaru, in hopes that 
they would root out tbe chrosalis and 
destroy them. It could soon he ascer- 
tained whether or not the "porkers" 
will be likely to assist in tlie work by 
placing a few chrysalides within their 
reach. 


The "cut worm" 
another pest of 


the vineyard; they also attack prune 
and other trees. The trees can he pro- 
tected from their depredations by plac- 
ing a btind of stout paper around the 
stem and smearing it with printers' ink 
in which a little castor oil has been 
mixed. The oil prevents tbe ink from 
drying too quickly. 


This should be renewed ..t least twice 


a week while tbe worms last. As thev 
work at night they cannot be handled 
like the sphinx-moth cater pillars. Dur- 
ing the day they burrow into the loose 
soil a short distance; this can be 
scratched over and the worms destroyed. 
Paris tureen can be used as a spray, hut 
can hardly be recommended in a vf 
yard. 


COMMOS CART UOIiSK SENSE. 


Those are the principal insects that 


we have any experience with, and I de- 
sire to impress upon the farmers and 
fruit growers the necessity of guarding 
against the introduction and spread of 
new pests and plant diseases into our 
vallev. 


When you purchase trees or plants 


don't be afraid that your horticultural 
inspector, or, as the law designates him, 
"quarantine guardian," swoopsdown on 
you and inspects them to ?ee. that they 
are free from pests. 


Don't remove them from the depot 


surreptitiously, but inform him before 
band and when they arrive invite,- him 
to make a thorough examination, for it 
will cost less to clean them before plant- 
ing than after planting, and may save 
your own and your neighbors' orchards 
from ruin.

Act to U« T»tctl lu tlie ConrU. 


The last Michigan stato legislature 


passed u law providing that in all school, 
village anil city elections hereafter held 
in this state women who are able to read 
tho constitution of the state of Michigan 
shall bo allowed to vote, and all laws of 
this state proscribing the qualifications 
of voters at such school, village and city 
elections, .shall apply to women. 


It seems u little strange that the legis- 


lature should have passed the bill iu 
this form, in view of the fact that the 
i:ato laws already permit every person 
of tho age of t?l years who has property 
liable to assessment for school taxes, 
iiid who has resided in the district three 
months preceding any school meeting, 
to vote nt school elections on all ques- 
tions escept those involving the raising 
of money by tax. It is proposed tohavo 
the constitutionality of the act of 1893 
tested by tho state supreme court, tho 
case coming up from Detroit. If the 
court decides against the act. would tho 
right which women already possess of 
voting at school elections bo taken away: 
The state constitution Bays specifically 
that "in all elections every male citi- 
zen, every male inhabitant in the state 
on thu 21th day of June, 1S35, every 
male inhabitant residing in the state 
Jan. 1, 1650, who, etc., shall bo an clec-~ 
tor aud entitled to vote," 


The language of the act of 1S03 is 


plainly that "in all school, village and 
city elections" women shall be allowed 
to vote. If then tlio court construes tho 
constitution strictly it cannot do other- 
wise than deciclo against the act, which 
decision may have tlie effect of depriv- 
ing tho women of the right to voto at 
school elections, which right they pos- 
sess under tho act of May. 1831. Tho 
court might decide, however, that no 
existing right can be taken away by 
mere implication. The decision in this 
important case is awaited with interest. 
—Kalamazoo Telegraph.

Further inquiry failed to develope a 
arrant anywhere and Kills returned 
the sheriff's oftice, where he will re- 
iiin until after the .inquest, which will 


held today. 


Ellis feels the situation keenly, but 
}, the shooting was purely accidental, 
e talks unreservedly of tlie matter and 
ves the following story of tlie owur- 
nt-e: 
He and a mimlier of friends had. been 
Hanger on Christmas eve and while 
atching the incoming o! Christmas at 
saloon drank considerable. 
During the evening a couple of his 
'inhbors got into a quarrel over some 
ivial matter and Ellis took a pistol 
vay from one of them and kept it to 
revent any chance of a shooting affray. 
He states that he had 
no other 


eapon than this, and not (having any 
stol pocket, he carried it in his waist- 
ind between his trousers and his per- 
iii. 
Nest morniiiK they went up to Cen- 
rvillc -three miles distant—and eon- 
nued their Christmas epree at the 
loon run by Fent. Overholt, opposite 


LB hotel. 
Overholt and another man were play- 
ig a game of caids for the drinks, 
hile Ellis was sitting at the stove at 
gut angles with the bar, with his feet 
i an iron fender around the stove. 
"Dykes, whom ho did not know and 
ever spoke to, that he recollects, eat on 
ne side and a man named Lewis on the 
;her, in about the same position as 
imself. 
When the game was finished he was 
jked to take a drink and started to the 
ar al»ut fifteen feet distant, and in 
epping over the feet of the man beside 
,in either stumbled or staggered, and 
d not catch himself until he reached 
ie bar. 
At that moment he heard a ahot and 
arned to see his pistol lying on the 
oor. Dykes was standing up by the 
ove having risen from his chair, and 
ewis. who was sitting six feet nearer to 
His than Dykes, said, "'Rod,' that 
as a close call!" and at the same time 
lowed him where the ball had cut the 
raid off the tail of his coat above bis 
lijrh. 
It was then discovered that Dykes bad 
een wounded and he was taken to the 
otcl and uared for. "Word was sent to 
anger and officers came up and investi- 
ated the matter and after hearing the 
tatements of a. number of eye witnesses 
ecrcled that the shooting was acciden- 
il and declined to arrest Ellis. 
Thomas Dykes, the victim of the am- 
en t, was a native of Maryland, aged 58 
ears. Little is known of him, as he 
ad no relatives iu that vicinity, and it 
i said had been doing chores about 
iverholt's hotel 
and saloon for his 


ward. 


Ellis talked with him after he was re- 
lOved from the saloon to the hotel, but, 
is windpipe being cut, he could not 
nswer except by writing, in which it is 
_id he stated that he was phot by anci- 
ent, and that he did. not blame Ellis, 
nd forgave him. 
It is stated, however, that he aftcr- 
•ards made an antemortem statement 
t Sanger, in which be claimed that 
ie shooting was intentional, and he 
epeated that statement at the hospital 
fter he was brought there. 
Dykes was given every possible atten- 


ion at the, hospital, but heeank rapidly, 
nd died about 4.30 yesterday morning, 
nd soon thereafter Coroner Stephens

TUB "Watltlu}: Stick" Huiiiicwt. 


Under the xeneral tc-rm "walking stick 


trade" is included thu manufactnro of 
sticks for mubivllaa, etc., iif which an 
incredible number nro produced annual- 
ly. In England—winch, by the way, al- 
most supplies tho world—the number of 
men employed is about 4,000. The trade 
is rather scattered, though by far the 
greatest part is done ill London, where 
in tho cast end it is carried on exten- 
sively. The workmen are chiefly drawn 
from tho poorer classes of St.. Luke's, 
Fiusbury, Shorcditch, Whitechapel and 
liethnal Green, in which parishes tho 
principal workshops are situated. Tho 
trade is strictly a season one. It is among 
tho first to feel depression and among the 
last to recover. A largo number of the 
men employed earn on the average a fair 
living, especially those in the largest 
houses, who enjoy, as a rule, the most 
regular employment. 


But a largo section of the trade pays 


bad wages- in fact, in some cases it is a 
mere existence. A great quantity of 
sticks produced by these latter are 
manufactured in dwelling houses—nay, 
ill the very living rooms, though in this 
respect there is a gradual improvement 
going on. Tho people among whom this 
state of things exists are mostly small 
manufacturers who vcork on their own 
account. In busy times it often hapitens 
the man is compelled to work nearly all 
night in order to get tho work done in 
time for payment on Saturday. It has 
been known for wives' and even chil- 
dren's help to be put to account. This is 
true -when tho trade is busy, which is 
generally from March to November, 
•when slack time begins aud continues 
with moro or less abatement till tho fol- 
lowing spring.—Chambers' Journal.

Cuing English Coins For WcigliU. 


Mary arc tho uses of money, but Mr. 


Joseph Newton, late of the Royal mint, 
points out there is at least ono ueo which 
is not generally known. 
This is the 


availability of coins for letter weighing 
when tho ordinary postal weights do not 
happen to bo at hand. 
Commencing 


with the sovereign, this weighs ft very 
safe quarter ounce, for foreign postage, 
two equaling, of "course, a half ounce, 
and four one ounce. The next denomi- 
nation, tho crown piece, is just on tho 
right aide of one ounce in weight, and 
the half crown of half an oniice. Five 
separate shillings, or two shillings and a 
sixpence, for the ounce and half ounce, 
will do ns well. 


Descending from gold and silver to 


hard working bronze, ifc is found that 
either threo penny pieces, or five half- 
pence, or 10 farthings will respectively 
make, up one ounce. Another peculiarity 
In regard to the halfpenny is noted by 
Mr. Newton. That \a its diameter, which 
is precisely ono inch, BO that by using it 
u a measure it will be seen that 12 half- 
pence laid flat and in touch are equal 
to ono foot and M to one yard.—London 
Tit-Bits,

Firstlv, lie goes tho Stockton man HO 
feet better with an oak log found twenty 
years ago in I^ike, county at a depth of 
200 feet. Secondly, he avers the exist- 
ence of petrified logs in the . hydraulic 
mines. Thirdly, at the Columbia. Cas- 
cades, fir logs changed to stone are 
found in a conglomerate bed under a 
"hard, black rock" thut forms the body 
oi the Cascade range. 


From this stupendous mass of geologic 


facts J. 0. of Bi-nicm deduces the fol- 
lowing equally stupendous conclusions: 


1. That "the mining regions and 


other portion? of this state were over- 
whelmed by a sudden catastrophe — a 
great rising of the waters of the earth." 


2. That "to attribute their occur- 


rence" (the positions of the four sets of 
logs) "to an filternate subsidence and 
elevation of the land through long peri- 
od? of time Is an absurdity." 


3. "Tlmt whether the Bible story of 


tho deluge be true in detail.it is cer- 
tainly true that there has been, at no 
very remote time, u Hooding of :ill the 
entire land surface." 


The momentous conclusions which 


were deduced by Sir Isaac Newton from 
the precipitation of n.red Suitzberscu 
apple in hazardous proximity to his

This natural process, con- 
tinued for ages past, has already raised 
the floors of tliu valleys for hundreds of 
feet aliove their original level, otlen 
burvingto great depths the trunks of 
fallen trees borne by river torrents far 
into the plains. In this way the broad 
expanse of the San Joaqu'm valley lias 
been formed, it being estimated that its 
present level is at least 1500 or 2000 feet 
above its original bed. Borings from 
"Sequoia Gigantea" logs

The conglomerate beds'of the Columbia, 
as well as elsewhere upon the earth, 
were laid down by similar agencies ; and 
the petrified logs found among them 
were brought, from upper reaches of the 
stream till they in like manner ground- 
ed among the bars and shallows, to be 
entombed under the debris for a long 
succession of ayes.

earth's crust, nor to th'i occurrence of a 
universal deluge. However, ns regards

Chris Kviine, the notorious train rob- 


ber, escaped from the county jail l;is 
evening at nl>ont ten minutes after I 
o'clock. 


The plans of himrelf and accomplice: 


bad evidently been carefully arranged 
and Evans' escape was accompli=het 
with neatness and dispatch. 


Thuse who assisted the train robber 


in gaining his liberty were Mrs, Kvans 
and a waiter named Ed Morrel. 


The former is now in jail, and denies 


any connection with the affair, whilt 
Morrcl accompanied Evans in his flight 


Not content with escaping, Evans 


tried to add another to the list of mur- 
ders of which he has been guilty. 


In their flight the desperate inei 


came across City Marshal .1. D. Alorgai 
and AV. M. Wyntt, the capitalist., ant 
held thorn np. Morgan offered resist 
ance, and was shot in tbe shoulder. 


Evans and his pal then attempted to 


steal a team near by iu which to escape, 
but the shots frightened the animals 
and they ran away. 


The fugitives then ran to Mono and C 


street, where they cauie across Willard 
Co"hran seated in a cart. They fired ai 
him, making him alight, and, appropri- 
ating the rig, Evan." and Morel drovf1 


rapidly away. 


As soon as it was known Evans had 


escaped there was intense excitement. 
People gathered in knots and eagerly 
Luttonholed every one who knew any- 
thing about it. 


Every officer, city and county, has- 


tened to arm himself heavily, and small 
posses left the city every few minutes in 
purenit of the train robber and hia com- 
panion. 


The Etory of the bold escape in detail 


ifi ae follows: 


BEN' SCOTT'S STOUY- 


Ben Scott was on duty \vheu Evans 


made his break for liberty, lie was 
taking tbe place of Hen Merritt, the 
regular night jailer, who has been away 
several days. 


Rcott went on duty at 5 o'clock, and 


found everything regular. The story 
he tells of Evan."'break fur liberty is as 
follows: 


"Mrs. Evans came to the jail about 


5.30 o'clock to'see her husband. They 
were talking together for some time, 
Evane being in the open space west of 
the upper corridor. 


TOE ACCOMPLICE APPEARS. 


"Shortly after 6 o'clock a man came 


to the jail door with a tray with dishes 
on it, saying be bad brought some sup- 
per for Chris Evans. 


"I let him in and he went up to 


where Evans and his wife were. 1 
locked the outer door behind him, leav- 
ing all three in the space mentioned. 


"Evans began eating and I gave the 


party no further attention. About ten 
minutes after 6 the waiter, whose name 
IB Ed Morrel, came to the gratiug and 
yelled to me to let him ont, as he want- 
ed to leave. 


"I went up the stairs aud unlocked 


the door, and had no sooner done EO 
than Morrel pulled a sixshooter and said, 
'Hold up your hands you 
!" 


CHHIS TAKES A HAND. 


"I refused to notice the fellow first, 


supposing he was jokinc, but just then 
Chris came up with a big revolver and 
leveling it at me said, 'That's straight, 
Ben ; put your hands up.' At the same 
time he pushed Mrs. Evans aside into a 
cbair. 


"They meant business then; 1 saw 


that, and yielded. At first they asked 
me to let them out by the back door, 
out I told them I didn't have the keys; 
they were in tbe safe. 


"They then aaid thpy would go out at 


the front door. Before leaving they 
aearched me, and then told me I would 
have to go with them a way. J. pro- 
tested, but it was no use. 


THE CAPTIVE JA1I.KK. 


"Evans let me lock the door upon 


going ont. He and Morrel then marched 
me across to the street entrance of the 
grounds, and we crossed tbe street 
toward tbe Christian church. Here we 
met a stranger, and Evans ordered him 
to come along. The man, however, 
made a streak down the street. 


"We walked up Mariposa street till 


we got to the Adventist church, Morrel 
being somewhat in advance. Evans 
and I stopped near the corner a very 
short time. Suddenly I heard a shot 
and started to run. 


"Evans told me not to run and held 


me slightly l>y the sleeve, 


"Evans ordered me to stay, but be- 


lieving I was Iwing fired at I broke away 
and ran to Tulare street, and coming 
down town *:avc the alarm. 


"While I WHS being taken up Mart- 


pon Ntreet by the two men Evans told 
me tlidt his wifo had nothing to do with 


his escape and that she was not to be 
binned for what had happened. 


MRS. EVANS* DENIAL. 


"When I got btck to the jail," con- 


tinued Scott. "I found 3Ir*. Evan* in » 
faint. She was revived from oue fit only 
to go into another. Paring a conscious 
interval she stated that she had noth- 
ing to do with the escape." 


It was the belief of quite a number ol 


}>eople at Iirst that the shooting of 
Marshal Morgan had no connection 
with Evans* escape, but a close hives ti- 
lialioii establishes ibis connection l-e- 


in the mutter of the <"noiV. 


From the storu-.sof Marshall Morgan 


and W. M. Wy.itt it i? plain that St-ott 
must have got :tv.ay from his captor* a 
minute or so Ivi'oro the ^hoouni:, lor i 
wiis undoubtedly Evans who sln»i Mor 
•M!», snd Si-ott i-ould not therefore hav 
U't'ii with Kvans when he la-anl t!i 
shot. 


THE 1IOLL1 IT. 


W. M. Wyatt, the capitalist, who lives 


corner of K and Mariposa street, was 01 
his way home shortly after (> o'clock 
coming down town to get some supper 


Tlie meetiitu with Morgan took place 


on Mariposa street a little east of the 
entrance on that side of tlie Advent 
church, and near the alley behind thf 
church. Marshal Morjgm jjives the fol 
lowing version of what happened: 


"I exchanged greetings with Mr 


Wvatt, who asked me what I was doinf 
out this time of the night. I answere<. 
that mv family was away, and I was 
eoing down to eat a chicken d'nner 
with tbe Methodists. 


"We conversed a little longer, when t 


man suddenly came toward us, ant 
cried, "Hold up your hands!" levetinj 
a revolver Rt us. 1 thought he wai 
joking, and to enter into the spirit o 
the thin?, put up my bands, Mr. Wyat 
doing the same. 
"I'let them fall again, when the f el 


low once more ordered us to hold up ou 
hands, cursing us. I saw it WHS a lien 
nine ea-^e of hold-up and decided tc 
watch tho fellow closely in order to go 
an opportunity to catch him napping. 


'•He co:umaudcd us to turn aroum 


and walked us a few steps toward the 
alley. 'We've {rot to have this team,' 
lie said, referring to one standim: «P;V 
tht- curb. 


MOEiSAX KKtilSTi-. 


'•'1 was perfectly willing he shouk 


give his attention to something else, am 
answered. "Well, why don't you pet it? 
My coat was buttoned up and T couli 
not net to my revolver, which was in m\ 
hip pocket. " 


"The fellow reached his hand unde 


my co;it and took the weapon, T watt-l 
iaj* him closely all the time over nu 
shoulder. He was about to transfer his 
attention to Mr. Wyatt and took his eyt 
off of me for a moment. I immediate!} 
turned around and quietly grasped him 
about the body, pinning his arm-- to hL 
sides. 


"The fellow struggled bard to "e 


away and cried out, 'Shoot the son ot a 
!' I also called for help and triet 


to take the pistol away. Suddenly a 
man came out from the doorway oi the 
church and, thinking be was coming 
my assistance, told him to hurry up, 


"Instead he ordered me with an oatl 


to release my man, threatening to kil 
me. Seeing further resistance would be 
useless, I was on the point of letting tbt 
fellow go when his companion shot me 


IT WAS EVANS. 


"I am confident it was Evans wli 


iired that shot. It- did not occur to m 
then, because I never suspected he was 
at liberty. But I remember the train 
robber's general physique thoroughly 
and it was undoubtedly he. The man 


•ho shot me had a bushy beard, too, 


like Evans, and he kept out of sight as 
ioug as possible. 
If everything had 


gone smoothly he would not 
have 


shown tip, not wishing to be recognized. 


"Well, after I was shot, our assailants 


ran to tbe team before mentioned, and, 
untying the horses, tried to jump into 
:he wagon. The horses, frightened by 
.he s ootiug, plunged and reared, how- 
sver, and finally broke away, turning 
nto the alley. So far as I know Evans 
ind the other man ran after the team. 
tVyatt could hardlv hare helped me 
without being shot himself by the des- 
perate men." 


WYATT SAVES HIS PURSE. 


Mr. \Vytitt was visited at his home 


last night by a RBPITBLICAX reporter, 
who had to give his pedigree before tbe 
portcullis was lifted and he waa allowed 
^j enter. 


The story of Mr. AVyatt differs in no 


essential point from that of Marshal 
Morgan. He also considered it a joke 
at iirst, but when he found out the man 
wae in earnest he tried to distract his 
attention. 


Once Mr. Wyatt took down his left 


band to reach for his cigar, but was 
quickly and roughly ordered to put it up 
again."1 He succeed'ed in getting out his 
R 


urse and throwing it away. Morrel, 
>r it was undoubtedly he, MIW him do 


it, but either did not want the money or 
believed it would be a waste of precious 
time to look for it. 


MORGAN'S WOUND. 


When Morgan bad turned the tables 


on Morrel Wyatt attempted to take away 
Morrel's pistol, but was prevented from 
.iuy further efforts in that direction by 
the arrival of Evans. Mr. Wyatt after- 
ward recovered his pur?e. Evans and 
liis accomplice ran in the direction of 
Tulare street, and at last succeeded i«i 
getting a vehicle and making their cs- 


ane. 
Morgan was taken to Dr. Maupiirs 


near by, while Mr. Wyatt and others 
notified the authorities. 
The bullet 


iroin Evans' pistol 
entered l>eneath 


Morgan's right arm and emerged from 
:ris back just beneath the 
shoulder 


alade, narrowly missing it. The wound, 
while very painful is not serious, and 
Morgan will be able to be out soon. His 
amily has been sent for. 


EX-MAYOR "COLE'B STORY. 


Ex-Mayor Cole had a very interesting 


experience, and one that he does not, 
care to repeat- 


He was returning from tbe poatoffice 


and passed thiough the suuth arch of 
;he court house, and as he was crossing 
VI etreet, along the south side of Mari- 
josa, he noticed three men approaching 
'rom the jail, coming out of the carriage 
entrance. 


As he reached the. east Fide of M, 


.liese three came diagonally across tbe 
Etreet in great haste, and as they did 
not try to avoid a large mud puddle, he 
stopped to see what it meant. 


He noticed as they approached that 


one of the men waa bareheaded, and 
afterwards found out it was Ben Scott. 
As they approached him one of them 
shoved a iiistol against his stomach and 
and told liim to come along and be quick 
about it. 


THOCGHT TREY WERE FOOTPADS. 


He then supposed the men to be a 


jair of footpads who proposed to take 
lim along with the other man into an 
alley and rob them. It was quite dark 
at the time, the electric lights not hav- 


ig been turned on yet. 
As Mayor Cole was lame he could not 


make as "much speed as they wanted 
and they kept urging him togo to faster, 
and one of them said, "Yes, hurry up if 
you don't want your head ahot off." 


As they rushed along Mayor Cole told 


;hem that he wanted to go to his house 
.is his little girl was sick, Chris Evans 
asked where he lived and he pointed out 
he house. Evans at first proposed to 
jo to tbe house with him, but concluded 
t would take too much time, and made 
lim go alone. 


WHfc* TllKY MET MORGArf. 


In tlie meantime Morel, with Scott, 


lad got iome distance in advance of 
hem, and they were passing along the 
idi- df the Adventist church, when 
fiord called out, and Evans left him 
ml ran to hie assistance. 
Mayor Colfi took advantage of the sit- 


uation, and backtracked witli a speed 


and earnestness that had not been In 
his possession for years. He stumbled 
as he turned in crossing the alley, but 
the sound of shots set him going again, 
and he never stopped until safe inside 
hi* hou«e. 


After resting awhile he quietly totd 


one of the family that he had been held 
up by footpads, and then came back 
down town to find out what the shots 
meant. At that time he did not know 
that City Marshal Morgan was shot, or 
that it was Chris Evans had escaped. 


TWO 111XNKKS 1>1:1>£]X1>. 


The report was current last ni^ht that 


tin- dint:t*r was laken into the jail by a 
waiter from Stock's restaurant on Mari- 
posa street, but this proves to have been 
im-om.'Ct. 


Mr. Stock states that Mrs. Kvans 


came to the restaurant yesterday after- 
noon and ordered a dinner sent to the 
jail for Evans at 5.30 p.m., and that he 
prepared the dinner and was about t- 
take it up to the jail. 


A rORTl'XATB OKOEK. 


About this time a regular patron oi 


the restaurant came in with an outside 
order which lie wanted filled imme- 
diately. 


Mr. Stock accommodated the cus- 


tomer and took that order out first and 
then prepared the Evans meal and took 
it to tlie jail. 


He says he arrived there about (> 


o'clock, and found the jail locked. At 
that time Evans bad already escaped 
from the jail. 


ANOTHER PINNEH. 


S. F. Cowan, proprietor of the Quim- 


by house on K street, states that about 
5 o'clock a man came and said he want- 
ed a supper to take lo the jail as soon as 
possible. 


He asked what time the train left for 


tho south, and was told that it left at 
5.45 p.m. Mr. Cowan said to him thai 
il be wanted to catch the train he had 
better not wait for the dinner. 


He then paid be would take the dinner 


up anyway. He did not show himsel1 
much nor remain loiitr, but said IK 
would be back soon. 


A few minutes Inter hecumo back anc 


paid for the dinner. Cowan :\?ked hiir 
who would bring the dishes back, ami 
he asked Cowan'Si he would notcomt 
up afte.r them. Cowan demurred to this 
aud Morellsaid, "All right, Vil bring 
them back tomorrow," took thu tlinne: 
ami left.

Considerable Reductions Made iu 


the Kates ou Important 


The iirat circular giving information 


tout-bin;.; the ^outhern 1'ju-iiU- Com- 
pany's new freight tariff has been u - 
sued, showing a marked reduction in the 
rates to be charged to shippers in tliis 
state and on this coast after the iirst of 
next month, says the San Francisco Ex- 
aminer. 


The circular just issued covers only a 


limited ground, 'being selections from a 
list of some hundred grocery articles, 
drawn np by the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, showing the difference in rates 
between the present tariff and the new, 
from San Francisco and Sacramento to 
Fresno, BakersGeld, 
Maricopa 
and 


points in Arizona on the Southern Pa- 
cific main line ; to Chico, Tehama, Red 
Bluff, Redding, Delta, Montague, Sis- 
eons, etc., on the Oregon main line:. 
and Auburn, Reno, \Vinneiuucca, etc., 
on the Central main line. 


In many instances the rates show a 


reduction of from 20 to 33} -3 per cent 
and as low as 50 per cent, but the aver- 
age will be about 10 per cent. The 
heavy and bulky staples will be most 
favorably affected by those reductions, 
and the greater benefit is expected to 
lu'cnie to those members of society who 
are content to yet along with only the 
necessaries of life. The more wealthy 
will be called on to pay advanced freight 
tolls on the high-cUss articles that they 
consume, for in this way only can the 
Southern 
Pacific company afford to 


make such sweeping reductions in the 
coarser grades of merchandise. 


A glance at the figures furnished by 


the company's circular shows that in the 
first article mentioned, namely, canned 
troods, the rate has been cut materially. 
From San Francisco to Fresno the old 
rate, usually denominated the local rate, 
tbu charge Is now 75 cents uu each 100 
pounds. 
After the first of next year the 


rate will be 54 cents per hundred weight 
on L.C.L. (less than carload lots) and 51 
cents per hundred weight for carload 
lots. In all cases the charge will be the 
same between the, two points mentioned, 
no matter in which direction the freight 
is shipped. 


This fact will stimulate the sending oi 


canned goods from interior points, such 
as Fresnu, Chico, Red liluff, Marysville 
and such places, to San Francisco or 
Sacramento. It will make possible the 
handlim; of fruit in this way that hith- 
erto had to be handled green or dried 
Grain bags, for which there is EO great a 
demand in the Sacramento and SanJoa-

uin valleys, will fare well in the new 
istribution of freight rates. 
There 


will bo no change in the charges on 
grain f rom 
interior 
points to tide 


water. 


"The dividing- of the first class of the 


local rate into four classes under the 
western classification is ap indication ol 
the work tkat has to be done iu this re- 
gard," said Mr. SLubbs. "In the local 
classification class 1 consists of less than 
carload lots. In the western classifica- 
tion classes 1, 2, 3 and 4 are lees than 
carload lots, while classes 5, A, B, C, D 
and E are figured at carload rates. 


"Short hauls will be made, to pay 


ireater tolls, proportionately, than un- 
ier the local classification, b'ut the dif- 
ference will be so slight that it will not 
affect tbe movement of shipments one 
way or another." 


Some points of importance to shippers 


are decided by the rules of the western 
classification under which the new tar- 
iff schedule is to be put in operation. 
Darload freight will be rated and charged 
according to the current rules govern- 
ing maximum and minimum weights of 
carloads as authorized by the companies 
idopting the western classification, but 
:n no cnee unless specially provided for 
in the classification will a carload be 
Considered less than 20,000 pounds. 
Provision for carload ratings shown in 
the classification will apply only on 
shipments made in one. day by one con- 
signor to one consignee under one bill of 
lading. 


When the rate for carload rates is not 


named tlm classification which is given 
will govern, regardless of quantity, and 
no two or more articles haying a carload 
rate shall be shipped in mixed carloads 
it carload rates, unless ?o provided in 
Jie classification. 


When the minimum carload weight or 


more of one article is shipped in one day 
iiy one consignor to one consignee, 
covered by one bill of lading, the estab- 
lished rate for a carload shall apply on 
Hie entire lot, although it may be less 
Llian two or more full carload lots. 
The 


Iirst car or cars must be loaded to full 
capacity, subject to rules for minimum 
weights, the actual weight of the bal- 
ance, provided it is loaded in box cars, 
to be charged for at carload rate, refer- 
ence being 'made on the waybill for the 
balance of the lot to the waybill for the 
Full carload or loads. 


The amount charged foi less than a 


carload of freight should not exceed the 
cbacgea on a minimum carload weight 
of tlTe article. Bulk freight will not be 
taken in less than carloads unless so 
spec.ficd in the classification. Owners 
will be required to load and unload bulk 
ireigbt in carloads.

and downs, radical changes aud finan- 
cial disturbances, causing a depression 
generally in business, particularly so in 
the last Fix- month?. During this time 
the irrent silver quo?tion has shaken and 
affected t\vry business market, and just 
stepping trunt this we are confronted 
wiili the proiwued new tariff bill, which 
is deserviiii,' of nothing excepting an 
apology from its author i, and onr only 
hopes ;irc tluit the proposed bill will be 
killed lit-foru it becomes a law, for there 
is no Plate or county that needs tariff 


, protection more than California and the 
j county -,n" Fresno. While the new bill 
] luE£'.'ii& tlie tariff on raisins and prunes 1 
j cent an,l places upon the free list Zante 
nirnuiTs and Adriatic figs, it cannot 
help but lusi-en tbe value of these arti- 
cles, fur it is useless for ua'to think of 
competing with foreigners with their 
cheap labor and low freights, while we, 
on the other hand, pay high wages and 
exorbitant freight rates to get our prod- 
ucts on the market. "While this re-

little srr.ro will shut it up tight. To fur- * 
thor carry out this idea we will say 
that this has been onu of tlm most pro- 
ductive years that this county lias ever 
known. 
Dried fruit shipments have 


been ttjiial to previous years; shipments 
of green fruit have been thribled, and 
we hiivu chipped 1000 cars more of rai- 
sins than those shipped last year up to 
this Unit;, while several cars of prunes 
have gone forth this year against; com- 
paratively none shipped ih former years. 
There will also be a tew cars of oranges 
and lemons shipped from this county 
this season, which has never occurred 
in years before. Still, in the face of all 
of tins, we are forced to admit that we 
are iu \vorte shape financially than in 
liny year of the history of the country, 
owing, no doubt, to the depression in 
all markets, the cheapness of the prod- 
ucts raised, and hi many instances an 
utter failure to dispose of goods at prices 
even sufficient to cover expenses of cul- 
tivating, leaving the grower with labor 
and time, out of the question. Iu view 
of these conditions we do not look nor 
expect any material change for the tet- 
ter in our great markets. 


We have no sales whatever to report 


on dried fruit. The markets for every- 
thing have been exceedingly quiet lor 
the last ten days, aa we naturally expect 
at this season of the year, large dealers 
not wishing to increase their stock until 
after the first of the year, the same ap- 


lying to small dealers- The holiday 
ical trade has been very satisfactory to 


all, even in many cases for exceeding 
their expectations. A little dullness has 
been noticeable the pustrfew days.. There 
ia not much stock of any kind being 
offered, consequently the" markets are 
not overstocked. 


Poultry remainssomewbatscarce, and 


prices are good. Eggs weak at quoted 
price, very few being sold. Oranges 
and apples are about the only green 
fruit in the market that are sought after, 
and there seems to be an abundant sup- 
ply of both. 


Hay meets with good demand, and 


;rain remains quiet.
